To  the  IVardcn  and  Councillors  of  the  County  of  IVcllanJ,  in   Coun- 
cil Assembled  : 

Vour  (Jaol  Committee  beg  to  submit  tiiis  their  first  report : 

That  your  committee  have  visited  tiie  clitTerent  parts  of  the 
building,  and  find  : 

First.  Tliat  the  painting  and  re[)airs  of  the  court  room  is  rap- 
idly progressing,  and  is  nearly  finished,  to  t!ie  satisfaction  (so  far) 
of  )our  committee. 

Second.  That  the  contract  for  painting  was  let  by  the  day,  to 
Mr.  Schumacher,  at  the  rate  of  t.vo  dollars  per  day  of  lo  hours, 
'i'he  ol)ject  of  letting  the  contract  by  the  day,  v/as  to  utilize  the 
prison  labor  for  removing  the  old  paint,  etc. 

Third.'  That  we  found  the  Court  House  in  a  rather  unsettled 
state,  owing  to  the  repairs  going  on  in  said  building,  it  being  im- 
possible for  the  caretaker  to  do  the  necessary  sweeping  and  dust- 
ing, on  accoimt  of  the  painting  which  is  in  progress. 

l''(Uirth.  That  the  room  occupied  b;,  the  Queen's  Counsel  is 
\\\  need  of  a  new  carpet,  and  also  that  the  table  should  be  covered 
with  oil  c;lotn,  and  would  recommend  the  covering  of  the  same  ; 
and  iIku  t!ic  old  cari)et  be  removed,  and  the  fioor  covered  with  oil 
cloth. 

Fifth.  'I'hat  diC  room  ust.d  by  the  Judge,  as  a  private  exam- 
ination room,  should  have  the  matting  removed  from  the  floor,  and 
covered  v,  iih  oil  cloth,  and  would  respectfully  recommend  the 
same. 

Sixth.  That  wc  ha\e  visited  the  gaol,  and  have  found  it  very 
clean  and  neat,  but  considerably  overcrowded  with  prisoners,  and 
if  the  number  of  prisoners  increase,  it  will  be  necessary  to  pur- 
chase a  new  stove  for  the  upper  story  of  the  south  wing  of  the  gaol.

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SP1':CIAL  REPORT  OF  OAOL  COMMITTEE  FOR  1*883,  RE 
HEATINO  COUxXTY- BUILDINGS. 

To  f/ie  Warden  and  Couudllon  of  /Iw  County  of  WeUand,  in  Coun- 
cil Assembled : 

Your  (iaol  Committee  for  1883,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
consideration  of  the  advisabiliiy  of  heating  the  Court  House  and 
Gaol  by  either  hot  air,  steam,  or  liot  water,  beg  to  submit  this  their 
report,  after  thoroughly  investigating  the  different  modes  : 

Messrs.  Hooker  and  Ramsden,  of  youi  committee,  visited 
Buffalo,  and  called  at  the  St.  Vincent  Ori)han  Asylum,  which  is 
heated  by  hot  water.  The  heat  in  this  institution  was  very  i)leasant, 
and  very  uniform,  but  from  inquiries  made,  the  hehting  l.iy  hot 
water  would  not  be  practicable  or  advisable  in  a  buiUling  such  as 
the  Court  House  and  Gaol  here.  The  system  is  only  api)lical)le 
when  the  heat  is  kept  up  all  over  the  building,  which  would  not  he 
the  case  here,  as,  by  this  system,  to  shut  off  the  heat  in  any  parliv.'- 
ular  room  would  endanger  the  pipes  from  frost. 

Also,  visited  the  I'rotesiant  Orphan  Asylum.  This  institution 
is  heated  by  steam,  which  also  api)cared  to  be  a  very  pleasant  heat. 
Also  visited  Dr.  W.hite's  building,  seven  stories  high,  and  extending 
from  street  to  street,  which  is  heated  by  steam' ;  as  also  is  the  City 
Hall,  Board  of  Trade  and  other  places  called  at.  T!ie  system  of 
heating  by  steam  seems  to  be  much  preferal)le  to  hot  water  or  hot 
air.  By  steam,  any  room  in  the  building  can  be  heated  or  shut  off 
at  pleasure,  which  is  a  great  consideration  in  tlie  matter  of  expense. 
Hot  air  could  also  be  shut  off  at  pleasure,  but  from  the  experience 
of  those  with  whom  we  consulted,  the  opinion  was  generally  ex- 
pressed that  for  a  building  the  size  of  our  Court  House,  or  in  fact 
any  moderately  large  building,  t'.ie  steam  would  be  preferable,  as 
the  heat  is  pleasanter,  and  can  be  more  evenly  distributed  in  a 
room  than  by  the  hot  air  system.  In  small  buildings  there  docs 
not  seem  to  be  as  much  objection  to  the  hot  air  system.    « 

Messrs.  Gainer  and  Garner,  of  your  committee,  visited  Toronto 
for  the  purpose   of   investigating   the    different  systems  of  heating. 
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They  called  unon  Messrs.  Patterson  &  Son,  who  introduce  the 
hot  air  system  when  required;  also  visited  the  Walker  House, 
which  is  heated  entirely  by  steam  ;  also  visited  Messrs,  Wright  & 
Co.  ;  also  Keith  &  Co.,  and  other  places  in  the  city,  and  upon 
their  return  stopped  at  St.  Catharines,  and  called  at  the  court 
house,  which  is  healed  l)y  steam,  put  in  by  Keith  &  Co.,  costing 
$3t3-5'  ^^'l^i^-'"'  i^  ^'c>ry  complete,  and  from  the  al)sence  of  stoves  and 
ihcir  connections,  gave  the  court  house  a  very  cleanly  and  comfort- 
able appearance. 

Your  committee  requested  those  with  whom  they  consulted, 
and  wlio  would  be  likely  to  tender  for  the  work,  to  measure  the 
building  and  give  their  figures  for  doing  the  work,  which  has  been 
(lone  in  three  cases,  and  the  lowest  figures  are  very  satisfactory. 
Your  committee  admit  at  once  that  the  immediate  cost  to  put  in 
steam  will  appear  large,  l)ut  are  satisfied  that  when  it  is  done,  and 
the  necessity  of  kee])ing  thirty  or  thirty-five  stoves  in  one  building 
going,  with  the  accompanying  danger  of  fire,  removed,  and  the  cause 
of  complaint  from  cold  and  ilirty  rooms  also  removed,  that  ycnir 
Council,  the  occu[)ants  of  the  ("ourt  House  and  the  public  gener- 
ally, who  have  business  in  tlie  buildin;,!;,  will  be  Iiighly  pleased  at 
the  change. 

Your  committee  made  particular  enquiry  as  to  the  amount  of 
care  that  was  necessary  in  managing  the  furnace,  and  was  sur[)rised 
with  what  little  care  and  attention  is  devoted  to  them,  and  in  one 
case,  at  the  St.  \'incent  Or[)]rin  .Vsylum,  in  buffalo,  a  lady  attend- 
ed to  th.e  w!u)le  heating  ajjparatus. 

Your  committee  would  strongly  recommend  tlie  introduction 
of  steam  in  the  County  lluildings,  if  a  change  be  made,  as  being, 
considering  all  things,  the  safest  and  most  economical  way  of  heat- 
ing the  liuildings, 

Vour  committee  would  recommend  the  payment  of  Thos. 
Irwin  ..S:  Sun's  acc:ount,  amounting  to  $8.00,  as  the  gentlemen 
came  nere  at  the  Council's  reci'iest  at  December  session. 

Your  committee  find  th;it  the  expense  of  fuel  thus  far  tliis  sea- 
son is  upwards  of  .$735,  and  more  will  be  required. 
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V'our  committee  also  are  informed  by  ]")ractical  men  that 
tons  of  coal  would  be  sufficient  to  heat  the  building  for  a  season  ;  at 
a  cost  of,  say,  $7.00  per  ton,  would  be  $595,  and  if  such  be  the 
case,  there  would  l)e  a  saving  of  U])\vards  of  |i 00  per  year,  besides 
relieving  the  buildings  of  the  danger  of  fire  from  35  stoves,  and,  as 
the  building  has  been  on  hre  eight  or  ten  times  in  the  last  ten  years, 
your  comvnittee  are  of  the  opinion  that  everything  should  be  done 
that  ran  reasonably  be  done  to  add  to  the  security  from  fire,  as  in 
case  of  accident  not  only  wuuld  there  be  loss  to  the  County,  hut 
the  chances  are  that  some  lives  would  i)e  sacrificed.

I  am  aware 
that  durinj^  the  late  jailor's  incumbency,  the  remarks  made  by  Mr, 
Fraser  were  applicable,  but  as  the  part  of  the  building  spoken  of 
was  then  under  the  jailor's  jurisdiction,  I  sincerely  trust  that  your 
honorable  body  will  not  hold  me  responsible.  I  am  not  aware  of 
any  comjjlaints  bein^  made  lately.  The  duties  of  caretaker  are  di- 
vided between  M/.  Botteril  and  myself.  The  reference  to  some 
particular  rooms  as  being  untidy,  and  yet  these  rooms  not  named, 
leaves  me  in  doubt  as  to  whether  they  belong  to  me  or  not.  My 
portion  of  the  buildings  is  at  present  torn  up  to  a  great  extent, 
which  causes  certain  rooms  to  appear  uncleanly.  I  was  in  hopes 
when  the  heating  was  under  discussion,  you  would  favorably  con- 
sider the  matter  this  winter,  which  would  have  enabled  us  to  have 
a  -eneral  clean  up,  and  by  removing  those  unsightly  wood  and 
coal  boxes,  cord-wood,  slo\es  and  pipes,  the  api)earance  of  the 
building  would  have  been  very  much  improved,  and  at  June  Ses- 
sion I  would  venture  to  say  would  be  entirely  satisfactory.
